TREATMENT OF BULBS FOR THRIPS 


Plant on different ground each year if possible, and be sure and dip or treat 
your bulbs before planting. The bichloride of mercury solution has been the standby 
for years, at present impossible to get. Now the experiment stations find lysol as 
good and is something most every one has on hand. We used lysol for about 2-3 
of our bulbs last year and had very good results and this year will use lysol for all 
our bulbs. 

There seems to be different ideas as to how strong and how long to soak. 1% 
to 2 tablespoons of lysol to gallon of water and soak from 2 to 4 hours, depending 
if your bulbs are husked. If bulbs are husked the shorter period is plenty. It is 
better to have the chill off of the water when you dip them, If left in solution a 
little longer will do no harm, Besides killing thrip on your bulbs it helps to control 
fungus rot and bacterial growth which causes a lot of loss to the gladiolus growers 

CULTURAL NOTES 

The Gladioli are so easy to grow that they may be planted anywhere, so long 
as they are in the sun, but will not do well in shade. No use to try it. Plant any 
time after the middle of April to the middle of June, Plant 3 to 6 inches deep, the 
larger the bulb the deeper, as it will stand up against wind better and does not dry 
out so fast. 

Don’t forget to cultivate; keeping the soil stirred helps to conserve moisture and 
your plants will do better. 

When cutting the flowers leave at least four leaves on plant, more if possible, 
to mature the bulb, 

When digging, cut the stalk close to the bulb and dry well in open boxes or 
crates. When dry enough, clean off old roots and store in cool cellar near 40 de- 
grees temperature.
